Fraud complaints filed 
against fitness center 


By STEPHEN BJORK 
WILMINGTON - Roughly 20 
complaints have been filed with 


the -Wilmingtéi" * Police 
Department against USA 
Fitness Center for Women on 
Main Street. The owner of the 
establishment, David Poilucci, 
says that, considering circum- 
stances beyond his control, he 
is surprised the number is not 
much higher. 

According to Wilmington 
Police Detective Thomas 
Miller, complaints vary, but all 
involve electronic transfer of 
funds from health club mem- 
bers. Some complaints allege 
double and triple billing within 
a 30-day period, while other 
complaints allege continued 
billing after cancellation of a 
contract. 

“An investigation was initiat- 
ed following a number of com- 
plaints by residents and out-of- 
town patrons,” Miller said. 

The first complaint was made 
on May 13, 2004. 

According to Poilucci, all of 
the problems stem from his 
purchase of the assets of A 
Woman's Pace, another health 
club catering exclusively to 
women. Poilucci states that a 
very amicable agreement to 
purchase the equipment and

WILMINGTON Kamy 
Tkachuk is getting stronger, 
and her parents, Mary and Joe, 
are hoping that kindness in the 
community will keep a good 
thing going. 

Kamy, 5, was born with 
Cerebral Palsy, a disease that 
affects the mobility of her legs 
and the muscle tone of her 
trunk. She’s busier than most 
kids her age, for she balances 
attending school and playing 
with the other children in her 
neighborhood with constant 
Physical therapy. 

For starters, she spends four 
hours each day in Marblehead, 
participating in a conductive 
education program that blends 
intense physical and occupa- 
tional therapies. The program 
calls for a lot of movements, 
such as stretching, sitting, 


come so naturally for others. 
Kamy spends one day a week 
at HealthSouth in Danvers, 
where she works in a pool to 
strengthen her muscles. 

She also spends one day a 
week at Ironstone Farm in 


Basically, hippotherapy exists 
on the premise that when a per- 
son sits on a walking horse, the

WILMINGTON Local 
authorities assisted in the pur- 
suit of a New Hampshire fugi- 
tive on the night of Friday, July 
9, resulting in the injury of a 
Wilmington police officer.

Wilmington officers 
first encountered the suspect’s 
pick-up truck, with three State 
Police cruisers in immediate 
pursuit, in the vicinity of the 
Congregational Church, where 
a cruiser was partially blocking 
the road. The Wilmington 
Police Department has a “no 
roadblock” policy.

My name is Kathy King and I live in New Hampshire. On 
July 10, I was down to Wildwood Cemetery in Wilmington 
to check on the graves of my relatives. To my dismay, for 
the second time, my brother’s Marine flag was stolen from 
hts grave. 

We reported the first theft to the Department of Public 
Works at the town hall, and then we replaced it with 
another Marine flag with his name on it, SGT. 
D.G.Ranberg Sgt. US Marine Corp, along with a Marine 
Emblem flag pole. 

Well, on July 10, we found the flag had been broken off 
and again stolen. 

I wonder what kind of people would want to hurt a fam- 
ily of a veteran by stealing a precious flag off of his grave. 
What use do they have for the flag, with another person's 
name on it? 

If you could print this letter, perhaps you could ask them 
to return it and also the heart-shaped angel pendant I 
placed on his grave. 

My brother was killed May 19, 2003, and to have some- 
one steal his memory is very heart breaking. My sister's 
grave, which is behind my brother's has had her vases of 
flowers stolen for the third time this year. 

Is there not some way these precious memories can be 
protected?

Kleptomaniacs?

Sure enough, it’s no easy task to peg down the profile of 
someone sick enough to swipe decorations laid alongside 
graves at the Wildwood Cemetery in Wilmington. 

According to Lieutenant Christopher Neville of the 
Wilmington Police Department, it’s difficult to discern the 
makeup of such thieves because their targets are so wildly 
disparate. In recent months, items have been stolen from 
the graves of veterans, the elderly, and, yes, children. 

Lieutenant Neville says that the police department has 
stepped up the number of patrols through the cemetery in 
response to the rise of those who rob from graves. The 
department has also reached out to the media, going so far 
ag inviting camera crews and reporters from Channel 4 to 
the cemetery last Friday. Furthermore, Neville says, local 
authorities have also contacted other police departments 
throughout the region to see if such thefts are also occur- 
ring in their areas. 

For most of the human population, stealing from graves is 
an unthinkable crime, a sin perpetrated on the grieving, a 
sacrilege committed against the deceased. There are, 
unfortunately, some among us who lack even the remotest 
conscience necessary to strike down the unsavory urge to 
steal from a final resting place. 

If cemetery thefts are to decline, if thieves are to be cap- 
tured, then the Wilmington Police Department and the fam- 
ilies of victims need your help. The Town Crier asks all who 
visit the cemetery to remain vigilant and report even faint- 
ly suspicious acts or signs of theft or vandalism. The peace 
of mind for those who survive loved ones depends on it.

I don’t believe I ever real- 
ized I had lived through the 
Great Depression until years 
afterwards. This period came 
and went with little personal 
impact on me. The reason: 
Our loving parents sheltered 
their children from the harsh 
realities of those painful 
times. Years later, of course, 
and in retrospect, I was able 
to look back and realize what 
a traumatic and difficult time 
it had been for my folks. 

My father had worked from 
an early age when the depres- 
sion struck. He lost his job 
and was out of work for the 
first time in his adult life. We 
had been living in Arlington 
and were forced to move else- 
where because of family 
finances. In the spring of 
1932, a decision to move to the 
town of Wilmington was 
made. This was prompted by 
a friend of Dad's, a town resi- 
dent, John Nitche, who lived 
with his family on a small 
farm on Chestnut Street. 

I was 11 years old when the 
family made the move; the 
oldest of five children. I had 
two brothers, Thomas and 
Francis, and two sisters, 
Anne and Majorie. Our 
father, John (Jack), and 


mother, Hazel, rounded out 
our happy family. We all had

a great attitude and looked 
forward to this new phase of 
our life with much optimism. 
I was vaguely aware of the 
difficulties our family was 
going through during this 
period, but I’m sure I didn’t 
fully appreciate the hardship 
our parents were experienc- 
ing. In spite of all the prob- 
lems our family faced, we 
were always well fed and well- 
clothed. We never went hun- 
gry and my mother was never 
at a loss in preparing a meal 
for us. Some of the dishes we 
regularly enjoyed were corn 
; pea soup, beef stew, 
fish chowder and baked 
beans, among others. My 
mother was an excellent cook 
and had the ability to make a 
good meal with the bare min- 
imum. During this period, I 
recall our parents going over 
to the First National Store 
and doing their weekly shop- 
ping with a five-dollar bill. 
Dad had been working as an 
automobile mechanic and had 
gone from one job to another, 
until, finally, there was no job 
to be had. The move to 
Wilmington had been a des- 
perate one. For the first time 
in his life, he applied for wel- 
fare from the town, but the 
experience of the process was 
so demeaning, he gave it up 


and refused their help. My 
father was a proud man. At 
this point, he searched for 
employment daily and would 
work at any job possible. On 
one occasion, he took a job 
cutting lawns at Wildwood. 
Cemetery. After a very lean 
period, things began to break 
for the better and he was able 
to change his line of work. He 
entered the insurance busi- 
ness. 

Our new home was a two- 
story single-family house, in 
somewhat of a dilapidated 
condition, just off the center 
town, at No. 1 Church Street. 
(At some subsequent time, 
the numbering system 
changes and this house now 
bears another number.) Our 
house was located just behind 
the main business section of 
town. There was a block of 
stores to the left of our home 
with the store fronts facing 
Main Street. Between the 
stores and our home was an 
empty lot that was 30 to 40 
feet wide, used mainly for 
deliveries by trucks to the 
stores. When the lot was not 
in use, we used it as part of 
our yard and as a play area, 

The block of stores con- 
tained a drug store, barber 
shop, First National Store 
and Ames Paper store. The

building beyond, with the rear 
of the station at the rear pf 
our vacant lot. Our néw 


home was located but a-

began writing crime fiction 
during his fine-writing stud- 
ies at Eckerd College and 
Florida International 
University. Those efforts led 
to his first novel, A Drink 
Before the War, featuring 
Boston detectives Patrick 
Kenzie and Angie Gennaro. It 
went on to win the Shamus 
Award for Best First Novel. 
Lehane was 25. During the 
next eight years Lehane went 
on to publish four more 
Kenzie-Gennaro mysteries 
before deciding to write a 
stand-alone novel. 

Originally, it had been a 
novella for his master's thesis 
about a cop named Sean 
Devine and the Boston suburb 
East Buckingham (an amal- 
gam of Dorchester, 
Charlestown and South 
Boston) that he called 
"Mystic River." He decided to 
expand the story, using a 
third-person storytelling style 
involving multiple narrative 
viewpoints. That became the 
400-page novel Mystic River, 
Bookends' selection for July 
and recipient of our hearty 
and unqualified thumbs-up. 

The story begins with a 
flashback to 1975, when 
friends Jimmy Marcus, Sean 
Devine and Dave Boyle were 
eleven. Jimmy and Dave, 
from the hard-bitten blue-col- 
lar neighborhood called the 
Flats, have come to Sean's 
house in the slightly better- 
off blue-collar neighborhood, 
the Point. An argument 
between them becomes a 
shoving match in the street, 
which ends when two police 
officers drive up in an 
unmarked car. Under ques- 
tioning, Dave tells one officer 
he's from the Flats. The cop 
orders him into the car for a 
ride home. 

Except, they aren't cops, 


and Dave is missing for four 
days. When he escapes back 
to the neighborhood, there is 
a party for him, and nobody 
ever talks about what hap- 


Now, in the year 2000, the 
boys have grown up and, 
though they all live in the 
same town, have grown 
apart. Jimmy, an ex-convict, 
is trying to live a decent life, 
in part to make amends to his 
beloved oldest daughter, 
Katie, 19. Katie had been a 
young child when her father 
went to prison and her moth- 
er, Marita, died. Now Jimmy 
owns the Cottage Market, has 
a wife, Annabeth, and two 
young daughters who adore 
Katie. Sean is a detective on 
the Boston force, weary and 
burned-out. His wife, Lauren, 
has left him, but calls from 
time to time without saying a 
word. The child she is carry- 
ing may not be his. Dave, for- 
merly the star shortstop at 
Don Bosco, is married to 
Annabeth's cousin, Celeste, 
and has a son. Inside, he is 
tortured by the memory of his 
childhood abuse and has cre- 
ated a second, secret self, 
The Boy Who Escaped From 
Wolves. 

When Katie, who had been 
missing, is found shot and 
bludgeoned to death in the 
neighborhood park, Jimmy, 
the grieving father, Sean, the 
detective on the case, and 
Dave, the primary suspect, 
are forced back into orbit. 

Who killed Katie Marcus? 
Was it Dave acting out in 
uncontrollable rage? Was it 
Katie's jealous ex-boyfriend 
who feuds with Jimmy's 
brothers-in-law?

Michelle Walsh, the 


Chairperson of Tewksbury’s 
Land Use Committee, was 
thrilled to learn that the bill 
had been engrossed. 

“This is unprecedented 
because this is not surplus land; 
it is actually being used,” Walsh 
said. “The Land Use 
Committee is very thankful to 
Sue. She has always promised 
to help us protect the land and 
she has kept her 

Walsh felt relatively certain 
that the bill would pass in the 
Senate, but was concerned that 
it would not pass in time for 
enactment before the close of 
the legislative session. 

“This is due to a team effort 
between Senator Tucker, 
Representative (James) Miceli, 


Representative (Barry) 
Finegold, and the community,” 
Walsh said. “None of us could 
have done this alone.” 

“This is something that I've 
been working hard on along 
with Senator Tucker and town 
officials,” Representative 
Miceli said. “It could take this 
land out of any future develop- 
ment.” 

Miceli described the bill as 
wonderful, though not as strong 
as the article passed at 
Tewksbury’s Special Town 
Meeting. He warned that the 
bill is not vetb-proof. 

The bill, as it exists today, 
protects the land as dedicated 
open space under Article 97 of 
the Commonwealth's 
Constitution. Under the war- 
rant article passed at Town 
Meeting, the conservation 
restriction could only be 
removed from the land with a 
two-thirds vote at Town 
Meeting and a two-thirds vote 
in the legislature. Under 
Article 97, a two-thirds vote in 
the legislature would remove 
the conservation restriction. 

Peter Schwarzenbach, the 
Undersecretary and Chief 
Administrative Officer for the 
Governor's Office of 
Administration and Finance, 
has expressed concern over 
placing a restriction on state- 
owned property, thereby taking 
away the economic value of the 
land, which at this time is con- 
sidered to be an asset to the 


Commonwealth. 

The land has not been deemed 
surplus. Schwarzenbach has 
assured Tewksbury’s legislative 
delegation that no plans exist 
for the development of the 
property at this time. 

Schwarzenbach did mention, 
during a June 11 meeting at the 
State House, that he does not 
want to see the bill pushed 


through until the state identi- 
fies a land use/master plan for 
the property that all state agen- 
cies have an opportunity to 


comment on. Given the current 
scarcity of funds and the lack 
of any intent to develop the 
property, he does not feel that 
such a review is warranted at 
this time, however. 

“We believe it is not in the best 
interest of the Commonwealth 
to unilaterally restrict our- 
selves from future flexibility in 
the absence of an current inten- 
tion of disposing of any of the 
hospital's property,” 
Schwarzenbach wrote in a let- 
ter dated June 11. 

Walsh is not discouraged by 
the speculation that the bill 
may be vetoed by the governor. 

“If it doesn’t work out this 
time, we'll be back,” Walsh 


said.

BURLINGTON

The Boston Fire Museum 
plays an important part in pro- 
tecting the history of the fire 
services that serve each of the 
350 communities in 
Massachusetts. Although it is 
headquartered in a former 
Boston firehouse, it draws its 
memberships from all over the 
area, 

Located at 344 Congress 
Street in South Boston, the 
Museum now occupies the fire- 
house that held Boston's 
Engine 39 and Ladder 18 that 
have responded to fires as far 
away as Chelsea (1908 and 
1973) and Salem (1914).-It also 
has a strong history of fighting 
fires in its own area. 

International Association of 
Firefighters New England Vice 
President Michael Mullane 
recalls the house, located close 
to the Seaport District, when 
he was on active service. “It 
would be very busy during the 
week, but at night time and on 
weekends it would be dead.” 

According to the Museum’s 
history (www.bostonfiremuse- 
um.com): “Engine Companies 
38 and 39 were organized on 
May 18, 1891, occupying the 
newly built firehouse as the 
only double engine company 
(one captain) ever organized in 
the BFD. The station was locat- 
ed in a busy wool warehouse 
district, but close to the down- 
town area.” 

“The principal landowner in 
the area, Boston Wharf Co., 
provided the land for the sta- 
tion. E38 and E39 did not 
respond together to any box on

Wharf to provide adequate 
fire coverage at all times. 
The horse-drawn steam- 
er of E38 was replaced in 
1897 by a self-propelled 
steamer which saw oJ 
heavy fire duty, serving 7% 
until 1925.” 

“In 1898, six BFD mem- 
bers, including five from this 
station, died in a bedding facto- 
ry fire on Merrimac St., West 
End. Another member from 
this house died at a fire on 
Chauncey St. in 1946.” 

“Engine 38 was disbanded in 
1947. In 1953, Ladder Co. 18 
(organized in 1902) moved from 
their quarters on Pittsburg St. 
(one block away) to 344 
Congress.” 

“This house was closed on 
April 22, 1977, when Engine 39 
and Ladder 18 moved into new 
quarters, along with Engine 1, 
at 272 D St., South Boston.” 

The house is also the home 
of the Boston Sparks 
Association, a group of fire ser- 
vice buffs that operate the 
Museum. They meet on a week- 
ly basis to clean the Museum, 
which has just undergone 
extensive structural renova- 
tions, and take care of up-keep 
on the displays. 

The house is the only fire 
structure in the city that is sup- 
ported by trusses located on 
the third floor of the building 
and the columns can be seen on 
the second floor that connect 
the first floor ceiling to the 
trusses. 

Some of the displays include 
memorabilia of the famed 
Coconut Grove Nightclub Fire 
in Boston's South End, and the 
Hotel Vendome Fire in the 
Back Bay where nine firefight- 
ers lost their lives.

Paul Boudreau of Peabody, 
the Coconut Grove Fire was 
responsible for the loss of 492 
lives. It reportedly started as 
an electrical fire in the base- 
ment and quickly spread 
across the ceiling under the 
bar area of the club. 

That fire was responsible 
for many of the changes in the 
Massachusetts Fire Safety 
Code that are still in place 
today. The display includes 
some furniture that was saved

The latter can often be seen on display during the Annual Fire 
Muster held at Edgewood Office Park in Wakefield and sponsored 
in part by the Lynnfield Fire Department. 

Abington residents Susan Tubbs and William Baker and their 
children - Dana and Lauren - are some of the many people that 
have happened on the Museum after visiting the nearby Children’s 
Museum. An occurrence that happens often. 

“It wasn’t quite finished when we were there,” Baker said, “but 
(Chris) was in the building and gladly opened up when the kids 
showed an interest. I thought he was a firefighter because he had 
all the gear in his truck.” 

She told how McIntyre put on his gear and walked the family 
through the exhibits taking great care to explain everything to the 
kids. He even let them try on his helmet, although the coat would 
have been too heavy. 

McIntyre is a driver with the Boston Transportation 
Department. Like all the members of the Sparks, he keeps a full set 
of gear available to respond to fires when they hear the call over 
the Museum's alarm system, which is hooked into the city’s sys- 
tem. “a 

The working alarm system adds to the energy and mystique of 
the Museum as visitors can listen in on actual fire calls as they are 
unfolding 

“The members of the club observe and take pictures,” McIntyre 
explained about their response. “We are the friends of the fire ser- 
vice.” 

In actuality the Sparks do more than that. Until 1995 they were 
also working in cooperation with the Salvation Army to provide a

canteen truck at the fires for the firefighters to get some relief and 
a cool drink or a free bite to eat. 

The truck was taken out of service in '95 but the good news is, 
thanks to a donation by a sister group in New Jersey, a new vehi- 
cle is being prepared for canteen service at this time. Boudreau 
said the truck will be ready for service by the start of the 
Democratic National Convention. 

On the night of the interview and tour, Boston District Fire Chief 
Charles Mitchell was visiting with a member of the Secret Service, 
who, as a fire buff, was interested in seeing the Museum. This is 
just a cross section of the type of people that are fire buffs. 

The Boston Sparks limits their membership to 200 people and 
they do have some openings for membership at this time. The types 
of people that make up the membership ranges from lawyers, doc- 
tors and accountants to sales and marketing people, former and 
present firefighters and common laborers. 

One does not have to come from Boston to be a member. The 
common denominator is a love and respect for the fire service. 

Boudreau said, “I’ve been a fire buff since I was a young child. 
I grew up in Chelsea, where I lived next door to a firehouse,” 

As a communications consultant, Boudreau admittedly has a 
“close association with firefighters” as part of his work.” 

McIntyre said, “Since the third grade I've wanted to be a mem- 
ber of the fire service.” 

That dream may now be on hold due to an industrial accident 
that kept the driver out of work, with two broken ankles, for over 
one year. 

Other famous Sparks have included the late Boston Pops 
Musical Director Arthur Fiedler, whose famed collection of fire hel- 
mets and patches are on display at the Museum. Also on display is 
the original Engine One, a hand drawn pumper that was designed 
in part by Paul Revere and one of his apprentices. 

The copper tub would be brought to the scene of a fire and 
placed near a water source so that a steady stream of water could 
be played on the fire. 

According to the website, “The goal of the Museum is to pre- 
serve and display fire fighting memorabilia from the Greater 
Boston area, educate and inform the general public on fire safety,
